Eixeessive rates cost 
the payer $2; the government 
gets $1 and the other is thrown 
away resulting in z loss to the 
accumulated wealth of the coun- 
try upon which alone the continued 
prosperity of us all depends. It 
is the ecohomically unsound basis 
of surtaxes which is alone respon- 
sible for this log. 


DIRCRIMINATION INHERENT 
“T have said that with our dual 
governments, our intricate corpor- 
ate organizations and our theories 
of what constitutés income, dis- 
crimination le intérent in our in- 
epme-tax Jaw. This is true. 4 
theoretically perfect law is prob- 
ably not jossible. But we can pre- 
vent discriminations being unrea- 
sonable, a restraint upon conduct 
of business being undue, a law to 
collect révenue being a law which 
wastes more than it cdllecta. 

“It is not the total amount | of 
taxation which is objectionable, but 
the effect of the unscientific high 
rates upon the normal play of eco- 
nomie forces. Idle funds in the 
hands of a rich man are not at- 
tracted to a 6 per cent taxable 
bond or to an d per cent invest 
ment when a perfectiy safe 4% 
per cent tax-exempt security yields 
more net income to him. 4 man 
in not interested in risking his 
money and his energy in a new 
enterprise where. if he wins. the 
government appropriates half his 
winnings, and if he loses he stands 
the whole of his loss. An investor 
does not desire productive assets

Growth in — 
District Noted by Union

Industrial progress in Los An- 
elles is surprising, according to 
Carl R. Gray. president of the 
Union Pacific Railway Company, 
who was in the city yesterday on 
an inspection trip.

More complete reports from va- 
rious companies picture the gain 
in May tonnage over April as 10 to 
20 per cent, depending upon the 
product. 

Chicago. mille are among those 
favored with heavier sales and 
for the second consecutive week 
have effected a slight gain in op- 
erations to above ‘88 per cent of 
ingot capacity. On the other hand, 
Pittsburgh plants suffered a set- 
back in the week which, in part 
at least, is attributable to the in- 
tense heat. With May production 
of automobiles varying only slight- 
ly from the high record of April. 
the outlook for June operations is 
especially favorable. May ouput 
was the largest for that month in 
history and most leading builders 
have scheduled a run through 
June at practically the same rate. 
Such activity is unprecedented for 
thie season. 

Price cutting in sheets has gone 
from bad to worse until the mar- 
ket is virtually demoralized... Un- 
der these conditions the leading | 
producer hae suspended the usual | 
custom of announcing schedule 
prices for the third quarter. The 
more common basis of prices now 
ap tra to be 43.15 cents.

2.49 cents for 
blue annealed, 4.25 cents for gal- 
vantsed and 4.25 cents for full 
finished, although these do not 
represent the low point by $2 or $3 
a ton. Heavier pig-iron buying 
has spread more definitely_to the 
East this week and has bein tea 
tured by large purchases by sani- 
tary ware. cast-iron pipe and ra- 
diator manufacturers. May ton- 
nage was equal to $2.3 per cent of 
the high record mark for steel 
production. reached in March.

More than $9,625,000 worth of 
walnuts were marketed during the 
business year of 1924 by the Cali- 
fornia Wajnut Growers’ Associa- 
tion, an increase of $300,000 over 
the business of the previous year, 


according to the report submitted. 
by Carlyle Thorpe, general man- 


t of ta 
amoun u p a 
sold was 34,976,100 at an 
average f. o. V. price of 26% cents a 
pound. 
The association marketed 81.7 
per cent of the State's entire out- 
put of walnuts. a slight gain over 
the ratie of the — year. 
According to the report, e 
son's harvest. however, was the 
lightest known since 1921, although 
the bearing acreage has increased 
30 per cent. Subsnormal rainfall 
was given as the primary reason. 
The marketing of the season's 
crop was accomplished, Thorpe 
stated. at a cost of only 5% per 
dont of the f. o. b. value of the prod- 
uct, and for the second time in 
the association's history ali ls 
were closed and all phages of the 
business financed without borrow- 
ing money. The system of di- 
counting drafts on buyers, coupled 
with the assoc nh’s reserve, pro- 
vided sufficient funds to make 
prompt payment to the growers 
as well as conduct the general busi- 
ness of the organization. 
According to the owers serv- 
ice department of t association

Santa Fe Asks Privilege of 
Temporary Crossing

district by other means than a 
grade crossing at Anaheim Boule- 
vard and McFarland street, 

‘Declaring that it ie a physical 
impossibility for the road to enter 
the harbor before two — by 
way of the Dominguez Slough via- 
duct now under construction, the 
railroad asks the privilege of a 
temporary grade crossing at Ana- 
heim Boulevard and McFarland 
street for two years from date or 
until the time the Dominguez 
Slongh viaduct will be completed. 

At the end of the two-year pe- 
riod tne Santa Fes statement 
reads, it will offer no objection to 
tearing up the temporary tracks, 
but it will not now absolutely agree 
to enter by Dominguez Slough at 
that time. It may stay out of the 
harbor entirely or if the Southern 
Pacific and the Peecific 0 
decide to use the viaduct it will! 
also enter on the viaduct. 

This statement came at a hear- 
ing, the second on the request of 
the Board of Harbor Cemmis- 
sioners, to revoke the permit 
granted the Santa Fe to allow a 
temporary grade crossing at Ana- 
heim Boulevard and McFarland 
street. It has been a year since 
the permit was granted. the Har- 
bor Board points out, yet the 
Santa Fe has shown no indications 
of entering the harbor. 

Representatives of the Oreater 
Harbor Committee of Two Hun- 
dred- present answered the road's 
statement with the declaration that 
the committee has no objection to 
giving the railroad temporary re- 
net in the grade crossing. The 
committeemen pointed out, how- 
ever, that if the road puts down 
the tracks at the grade crossing 
there will be no agency that can 
force them to take them up at the 
expiration of the two-year period. 

Called by the allroad as a wit- 
ness before the. lroad Commis 
sion, R. B. Ball. chief engineer of 
the Santa Fe Pacifié Coast lines, 
declared that in his estimation the 
possibility of creates a dan- 
ger in the use of the Domingues 
Slough viaducts. He asserted that 
a recurrence of fioods such as 
wrought havoc in 1914. would find 
the flood control chanel in the 
siough entirely inadequate to dis- 
pose of the waters, and would 
cause heavy damage to railroads. 

An estimate of $1,600,000 was 
made by Mr. Bali as the cost to 
the Santa Fe of entering the har- 
bor via Dominguez Slough com- 
pared with approximately $600,000 
if it entered by the Anaheim 
Boulevard grade crossing. with the 
tracks elevated over the road. 

City Attorney Stephens appeared 
before the commission yesterday 
representing both sides in the con- 
troversy over the demanded revo- 
cation of the permit to the Santa 
Fe. He pointed out that inasmuch 
as he represented the City Coun- 
cil, which opposes revokin the 
permit, and the Harbor rd, 
which demands it, he would pre- 
sent all the facts to the commis- 
sion and let them consider the mat- 
ter without argument from him.

Los Angeles Capitalis{s Sell Properly to E. K. Hoak 
for $600,000 ; Many Features to be Added 


The sale marked the close of sev- 
eral months’ negotiations, in which 
Mr. Hoak managed the lodge and 


superintended extensive renova- 
tions and improvements. 

Mr. Hoak announced that the 
mountain hotel hereafter will be 


known as Lake Arrowhead Lodge. 

An elaborate entertainment, in- 

cluding a dinner-dance and mu- 
sical program, will be staged by 
the new owner when he formally 
opens the summer season the 30th 
inst. 
High-class and efficient service 
and complete programs of winter 
sports are to be features of Lake 
Arrowhead Lodge, Mr. Hoak stated. 
adding that he intends to make 
lake Arrowhead the Lake Tahoe 
of Southern California. 

Among other new features will 
be a school of dancing conducted 
by Miss Verna Gordon. recently 
from Greenwich Village Follies, 
who will present an oriental dance 
at the opening. 

D. E. Riardon, former chef at 
the Chandler (Artz) San Marcos 
Hotel, of which Mr. Hoak is also 
part owner and managing direc- 
tor, will take charge of Lake 
Arrowhead Lodge. He was for- 
merly chief steward of the met- 
ropole Hotel at Catalina Island and 
the U. 8. Grant Hotel in San Die-

One of the largest recent hotel transfers in Southern California 
was completed yesterday when E. K. Hoak, former assistant to D. M. 
Linnaré in the operation of a chain of hotels in Pasadena, Santa Bar- 
bara and San Francisco, purchased the Arlington Lodge at Lake Ar- 
rowhead from a group of Los Angeles capitalists. The consideration 
was said to approximate %600,000. 


000 has been spent on the property 
since. 

The lodge is situated in seven 
acres of ground on the rim of 
Lake Arrowhead, nincteen miles 
from San Bernardino. The hotel 
is an imposing building of oid En- 
lien architecture, entirely sur- 
rounded by pine trees. | 

Three years ago the lodge was 
acquired by an organization known 
as the Lake Arrowhead Company, 
of which J. B. Van Nuys was res- 
ident, Morgan Adams, William H. 
Alien, Jr., O. P. Clark and 0. F. 
Brant were associated with the 
concern. It was from this group 
— Mr. Hoak purchased the prop- 
erty. 
It is understood that Mr. Hoak 
has formed a closed corporation, 
to be known as the Lake Arrow- 
head Lodge Company. with a cap- 
ital paid in stock of $600,000. All 
of the stock, it is said, has been 
issued in his name except enough 
shares to qualify the necessary di- 
rectors. 

J. B. Van Nu and Mr. Hoak 
will entertain 125 members of the 
San Bernardino Bank Association 
at the lodge Friday, the 18th inst. 

The similarity of names at first 
led to reports that the deal in- 
volved the sale of the Arrowhead 
Hot Springs resort.
